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A Phase of Southern Life. 


In a letter lately published iti tbe 


Times from cue of our special corres- 
pondents in tlie south-west, there was 
incidentally presented a characteristic 
picture of one phase of the life in that 
region. The writer was traveling in 
Southern Arkansas; ho was on horse- 
lack, taking his journey leisuiely, and 
making his way amoni; hamlets and 
small towns. He eceniii to have pre- 
»entd 
(v very faithful photograph of 


the people nnd their life. lu those 
gouth-wcstern counties of Arkansas, onr 
correspondent found the people devoted 
to cotton culture with an unthinking 
and dogged" determination and absorp- 
tion of mind that showed they had but 
one idea in life—to raise and sell that 
single staple. Repeated failures had 
taught them nothing. Kaiu, drought, 
frost, sun, cotton-wonus, and other 
causes of destruction to their crops, had 
not been sufficient to drive them to new 
experiments. There was no money m 
tlic country; nobody attempted to raise 
anything bnt cotton; and, in the midst 
of "fertile fields, land-owners starved on 
an abominable diet of "hog and corn. 
A man who owned a saw mill sold his 
lumber readily—but. nobody paid him. 
His valuable water-power brought him 
tolls from the cotton that he ginned, and 
the grist he ground for his neighbors; 
nnd this was tbe main source of his in- 
come. But when cotton fniled tlie bot- 
tom of things dropped out. 
The one- 


crop system does not work well in 
Southern Arkansas; we have never 
heard that it did anywhere. But the 
Arkahsians stick to it. 


Perhnps there is some other reason 


why the people of Arkansas arc poor in 
purse .and poor iu spiiit. Their diet is 
peculiar? - They have almost no vegeta- 
bles or fruit; tlieir fresh meat is chiefly 
taken from their supplies, p£ wild game 
—when they have thu time and ''gump- 
tion" to get it. Iti a laud that mig\ t j 
flow with milk nnd honey, the pt-oplr | 
derotir-n-hot paste of corn-meal, swim- 
ming in bacort-iat nnd.'jmolasseK, and, 
washed down" with" copious libations of 
stiong coffeo. 
As the nntutoiecl tillers 


ol.the soil in wheat-growing States de- 
stroy their'trigsstioiis with siilerntnv' so 
thes'e unfortunates nresojdeu will black 
j coffee. 'Instances aVe given of families > 
l 
who consume more tha.i 300 pounds o f , 
coft'e&uumually, at a cof»t of over £115, | 
and these people dcnv themselves tlie j 
luxury of sugar and milk; bnt they can-1 
not exist without \\hUky and tobacco. 
Some of them find morphine necessary 


• to soothe the nervous .tumult into which 


they force themselves. In it any won- 
der that they are unintelligent in their 
farming, depressed as to their social and 
economical condition, nnd often wrong 
in their.politics'i'—If. 1'. Titites.

Bonxbuns went into the election cam- 
paign with a thoroughly armed organi- 
zation to carry the municipal election, 
and succeeded by overawing the colored 
men. 
Third, ofter having carried the 


city, they determined to oust tbe county 
officials .whose terms had not expired. 
Fourth, they compelled ever/ white 
man who had his name upott the colored 
Sheriff's • bond to 
withdraw it, nnd 


thereby vitiated it. 
Fifth, when new 


bondsmen were obtained, they tampered 
with the Grand Jury and tlie Board of 
Supervisors, and prevented its appro\al. 
Sixth, they then forced tho Sheriff to 
leave and sign his resignation upon peril 
of his life. 
As soor. as the opportunity 


iraa.offer.ed, he recalled his resignation, 
and cabled upon the citizens to aid him 
in holding his office. Then commenced 
a negro hunt, and sixty or seventy 
negroes were butchered in cold blood. 
Thiaisthostory as told by a Democratic 
paper. If told in this manner by a Re- 
publican newspaper, it would be dis- 
believed r.ncl hooted at by the Conser- 
vatives; but, coining from a Democratic 
Honrce, not favorable to Republicans, 
and least of all favorable to negroes, it 
more than confirms what has been said 
of fhfs massacre as*one of the first steps 
on -'the part of the ex-rebel White 
League to drive Republicans out of the 
State of Mississippi.

to take possession of them by brute
